The Openshaw et al and Ragot et al references submitted by Applicant support 
the Examiner's position that marker-assisted breeding is unpredictable. Openshaw et al 
teach that linkage drag is prevalent, even with molecular markers; that at most 94.6% of 
the recurrent parent genome was recovered; and that at least 80 markers are required 
(see page 42, column 1, bottom paragraph, and second and third full paragraphs of 
column 2; see also page 43, column 1 , bottom paragraph). Thus, plants with all of the 
morphological and physiological characteristics of the exemplified inbred would not be 
obtained. Further, the instant specification fails to provide guidance for the large 
number of markers needed. Ragot et al teach that the production of "fully converted 
near isogenic lines through classical backcrossing" is not possible, due to substantial 
linkage drag, even when molecular markers are employed (see, e.g., paragraph 
bridging pages 45 and 46; paragraph bridging pages 47 and 54; page 54, bottom 
paragraph; page 55, third paragraph).
